Seven persons were killed and 
11 others injured in traffic ac- 
eldents throughout the country 
over the weekend. Four of the 
dead were children, aged three 
months to nine years. 

Two drivers were killed in a 
head-on collision betwen two 
pick-up trucks five kilometres 
north of Beersheba yesterday 
morning. They were Michael 
Splelberg, a 40-year-old Soviet 
immigrant from Beersheba, and 
David Kadosh, 30, of Tel Aviv. 
Seriously injured were EKadosh's 
six-year-old son, Eitan, Fischel 
Blaustein, 53, and Amram Shi- 
krun, 30 — both from Beershe- 
ba, Police seid Kadosh's vehicle 
had taken a curve in the wrong 
lane and hit the other car.

— Law- 
yers for U.S. Army Lieutenant 
William Calley, jailed for Ufe for 
the murder of 22 South Vietnamese 
in the My Lal massacre, open an 
appeal here today claiming his trial 
was unfair. 


A 500-page appeal brief alleges 
there were 32 errors in his trial, 
influence was brought to bear on 
the case by the army’s chaln of* 
command, and that policy was 
“dictated on high to try and punish 
participants in the My ial massacre 
in order to cleanse the army of 
any guilt.” 

It also claims that Calley was 
denied a fair trial by “the most 
intense and Prejudicial pre-trial 
publicity ever encountered in the 
history of American courts.”

Latimer, will make their appeal to 
the ‘OS.

6. Finally, the Community is ac- 
quiring a number of “client states,” 
round the Mediterranean and in 
Black Africa, which depend on the 
Community for the sale of their 
products above market prices and 
for investment. This contravenes 
American plans for non-discrimina- 
tion, in which ali the undeveloped 
countries would be equally accessible 
to American capital and in which 
the primary products would find 
their level on world markets. 

Yet if a little wisdom is shown 
on both sides of the Atlentic, lead- 
ers should succeed in dist! 
between the minor irritants and the 
great strategic issues. It is impos- 
sible to predict the future policies of 
the great Communist powers, the 
Soviet Union and China, which 
maintain different forms of totali- 
tarian rule and are currently at 
each other's throats. They both need 
the sense of movement and. expan- 
sion to keep their dictatorships in- 
tact. That is why most of the West- 
ern leaders — even including the 
French — recognize they need the 
Atlantic alliance to defend Western 
society. Common sense, unfortunately 
not always available in international 
affairs, should prevent the inevitable 
business squabbies between the U.S. 
and the enlarged Community from 
leading to political rupture.

NEW DELHI—Chinese Prime Mini- 
ster Chou En-lai is wooing a new 
friend in the Indian Ocean region.

This collection of 2,000 low-lying 
coral islets is about 600 kilometres

tant to India strategically. 

They straddle the sealanes con- 
necting the West and East coasts 
of the Indian Peninsula. With a 
total area of about 300 square iilo- 
metres, the republic hag a popula- 
tion of 115,000. 

Descendants of Arabs and people 
long India's southwest coast, 


inhabit the 220 islets which are 
habitable. 

Since the Maldivians got their in- 

dependence from Britain in 1965, 
their government has not shown 
much love for India. Its sympathies 
seem to He with Muslim Pakistan. 
Until now the ‘Government in 
Male, the capital of the country, 
has confined its diplomatic rela- 
tions to Britain and Sri Lanka. 
When the islanders became free 
geven years ago, Britain was per- 
mitted to continue using a stag- 
ing post for aircraft set up 
the Second World War. 
The post is on Gan Island, in the 
southernmost atoll of Adu. There is 
also an airstrip on Hulele Island in 
Male Atoll farther north. 

According to Defence News Ser- 
vice of New Delhi, Pakistan army 
officers have helped train the mi- 
croscopic ‘Maldivian army. In re- 
turn, the Maldivian government per- 
mitted Pakistani naval vessels to 
berth in Male when the liberation 
struggle was on in the former pro- 
vince of East Pakistan. 

The main occupation of the Is- 
landers is fishing, and the bulk of 
their foreign trade is with Sri Lan- 
ka. Communications between Male 
and Colombo are maintained by 
Buggalow, small saliing ships. Dur- 
ing the seasonal monsoon, the Mal- 
dives are virtually cut off from the 
rest of the world.

Histadrut’s Yeruham Meshel says: 
More Gov't action on labour 
conditions needed

TEL AVIV. — The current trend of 
the Histadrut to bar the Govern- 
ment from fixing labour conditions 
is opposed by Histadrut Deputy Sec- 
retary-General Yeruham Meshei. He 
wants the Government to call on 
the Histadrut and manufacturers to 
move jointly to stop inflation. 

“The Histadrut should be ready 
to reconsider the role of wages in 
the inflationary process,” Mr. Meshel 
told The Jerusalem Post in a recent 
interview. 

“Obviously,” he continued, δ τοι

not stopped by bilateral agreements 
between employers and labour.” 

Mr. Meshel said the trend to bar 
the Government from labour 
conditions coincided with a 12 per 
cent rise in the cost-df-living in 1971 
and a similar increase this year. In 
1970, Mr. Meshel pointed out, the 
cost-of-living rose by only 6.1 per 
cent and in 1969, the rise was 2.5 
per cent. 

“Now is the last moment to put 
a brake on inflation before it es- 
capes control,” he said. The abolition 
of price control could help, if it 
were vot accompanied by 2 total 
Ufting of customs’ barriers, he said, 
adding he was opposed to free im- 


ports, 

Mr. Meshel expressed the belief 
that a “brain trust” of the Govern- 
ment, worker and mi: ment ex- 
perts, should be able to produce ex- 
workable scheme within a short 
time. This group should examine the 
manufacturers’ clabn that their 
profits have reached rock bottom. ‘T 
would support the easing of credits 
in order to keep prices low,” the His-

Moreover, Mr, Meshel said, “A 
study should be made by indepen- 
dent experts on the sources of the 
social unrest which today plagues 
the Histadrut.” It was Mr. Ben- 
Gurion who first suggested the study 
several years ago, “but then I dis- 
missed it, because I believed I knew 
the answer. But Ben-Gurion told me 
1 could not know, being so involved 
in the issues: and he proved right.” 

Mr. Meshel said he has the κυρ 
ports of Labour Party members .in 

Central’ Committee for his sug- 
gestion, which he will soon table 
Officially. 

On Arab labour from the terri- 
tories, Mr. Meshel said: “I oppose 
the admission of these workers into 
the Histadrut, as this is a political 
resolution, But the Arab working 
people are entitled to the same 
standard of services given to Israeli 
workers, and this can be achieved 
only if the national ‘trade unions 
take the matter in hand.” The 50,000 
workers {from across the green 
Hine) in Israel constitute 4:4 per 
cent of the Israeli labour force, “but 
they form 40 per cent of the sal- 
aried workers in the territories.” 
Mr. Meshel said all services should 
be given to Arab workers where 
they live. (He was recently ap 
pointed head of a Central Commit- 
tee sub-committee to outline a pol- 
icy for workers from the terri- 
tories.)

"THOSE who expected the Gov- 
ernment to provide a firm 
lead im the present spate of 
strikes must have ‘been disap- 
pointed by the announcement 
following yesterday's weekly 
Cabinet meeting. 

Since the Histadrut Is divided 
politically and ideologically it 
has not been able to muster a 
firmer stance and the various 
unions have lost their members’ 
respect, with the result that they 
tend to act on their own. What 
is worse, many workers are he- 
ginning to feel that they are 
second-class citizens, partly be- 
cause of the Government's at- 
titude, as the country's largest 
employer, and partly due to 
union failures. 

The present strike wave comes 
after months of frustration 
owing to lenthy talks; it is an 
explosion against the aloof and 
often secretive attitude of em- 
ployers, against the rigid and 
bureaucratic chains of command 
and the fear of various minis- 
tries and agencies to delegate 
authority, which lead to the 
never-ending discussions on va- 
rious levels. 

But it devolves upon the Gov- 
ernment to see to it that es- 
sential services, for which the 
public pays dearly, are provided, 
Ironically radio and television 
licence fees have been raised 
precisely at a time when tele- 
vision has been blacked out. 

Perhaps the Government has 
good reason not to employ the 
measures at its command te 
activate certain services. It is 
commonly known that the Air

forgotten voices| 


SAIGON (Ofns}), — 

RESIDENT Nguyen Van Thieu 

has made very plain hig ob- 
jectlons to the proposed settlement 
for Vietnam, but what about the 
South Vietnamese people? Do they 
support Thieu’s tough stand, or are 
they ready to accep; any settlement 
that ends the fighting? 

The question is as difficult to 
answer as it is important. In the 
first place .how ig the average 
‘Vietnamese -— the peasant, the sol- 
dier, the poor town-dweller — to 
express what he thinks? 

Even in the days when the Salgon 
press was relatively free, the opin- 
lons that appeared in the news- 
papers were those of the small 
number of South Vietnamese who 
are -politically active In the capitai. 
And since there are no political 
parties based on the idea of popular 
membership, the elected deputies 
and senators of the South Viet- 
nlamese National Assembly cannot 
usually claim to speak for those 
people who elected them. The link 
between elector and elected Is main- 
ly a matter of one day's vote. There 
are exceptions: Some members of 
the lower house really do work 
their constituencies, but they do so 
as’ Individuals and their constituents 
have no easy way of putting pres- 
sure on them. 

The elected politicians, Uke the 
newspapers, speak for the South 
Vietnamese political world, which Is 
largely, although not entirely, con- 
centrated in Saigon and whose 
members are chiefly middle class. 
This does not mean that it Js not 
important; it represents the people 
who have the skills to run the 
country. Anyone who wants to gov~ 
ern South Vietnam must at least 
have its acquiescence, 

‘While many of these people have 
often criticized Thieu and the Amer- 
‘eans, they think they have a great

deal to lose in a Commuzist take- 
over. So when Thieu points out the 
dangers of the proposed settlement, 
they take him seriousiy. More often 
than not they have an inferiority 
complex about the supposed superior 
Politica! skill of the Communista. 
As middle-class people, they are 
very uneasy about the Communists’ 
ability to work on the peasants and 
the poor people in the towns. 

Part of the political world, but 
as far it 18 possible to tell onfy a 
minority does have a bolder atti- 
tude towards a settiement. They in- 
clude mildly left-wing young South- 
erners and others who prefer the 
retired Genera] Duong Van Minh 
to President Thieu. Tuey argue 
that Thieu 15 incapable of winning 
ἃ political struggle with the Viet- 
cong, that what is needed is a 
popular man like Minh who can 
“rally the people.” 

But even these people do not give 
the impression of believing entirely 
that peace is preferable to 2 con- 
tinuation of the war. Their argu- 
ment that “Big” Minh would be the 
better peacetime leader is better 
evidence of their dislike of Thien 
than of their anxiety for a cease- 
fire. For them as for the rest of 
the middle-class politicians, the uno-
